Iuteruaiioiial Mail Service. 



It is no aggrooable task to bo oon- 
t.inaally finding faalt ; bat a soase of 
duty to tho public iaduoea ua to re- 
vort to tbo extremely uriBatiafaotory 
state of tbo mall service botweeu 
Britleh Columbia and tbo United States, 
and, consequently, between this Prov- 
ince and the rest of the world. Bofore 
Union our mail matter waa convoyed 
by sea about oneo in three woeks, for 
whioh Bervice the Colony paid one 
tbouoand dollars a month ; bat during 
that poriod we eujoyed orerland mail 
communication via Pnget Sound twice 
a week or, thereabouts, but never loss 
tban once a week. Upon Union Canada 
undertook to give us fortnightly mail 
communication with Sau Franoiseo, 
and bi-weekly communication with 
Puget Sound. The object of tho proa- 
ent iomarkB ia not to find faalt with 
the manner in which Canada baa ful- 
filled her obligations in tbia respect. 
BO much as to point out tho faot that, 
while enjoying in name all the mail 
aooommodatiou promised, that part of it 
■whioh ought to be of most value to as 
is really worthier. That the direct 
mail eeriioe between horo and San 
Francisco has bocn improved by Con- 
federation cannot bo denied; but tho 
bi-weekly service between hore and tho 
Sound, bo far from being improved, 
has become a worthless sham, Wo have 
the service without tbo eubt-tanco. Lit* 
tie or no mail matter now reaches na 
through tLat channel. It is allowed to 
accumulate at San Pranciaoo, awaiting 
the fortnightly trip of the Prince Al« 
fred. The consequence is that British 
Colombia ia really much worse off in 
this respect tban she was previoas to 
Union and the establishment of a high- 
sounding mail service ; and we dosire 
to call tho attention ot the Postmaster 
General to the faot. It will scarcely 
be necessary for us to point out the 
remedy,! as tbo Federal authorities will 
doubtless know how to proceed. There 
is now a daily mail servioe between 
Sacramento and Port Townsend, — that 
is to Bay, within three bouts' steam of 
Victoria; and, notwithstanding this, our 
mail matter must lie a whole fortnight 
at San Francisco ! Wo believe wo will 
not be misinterpreting international 
postal obligations when we say that it 
is tho duty ol the United States Gov- 
ernment to send onr mail mutter on to 
Port Townsend along with their own ; 
and wo are convinced that the attention 
of the United States authorities only 
requires to be properly directed to tho 
BUbject in order to have that done. If 
that wero done, British Columbia would, 
in addition to the regular fortnightly 
mail brought by sen, receive mails twice 
a week via Paget Sound ; and, instead 
of accumulated mail matter, mueb ol 
it three weoks from Ottawa, and five 
weeks lrom London, eleven days from 
tho one, and three weeks from the 
other would be the oldest datos. This 
is a matter of vory great importance, 
arid we urge it upon the attention of the 
Postoffioe authoritioe , in the conlidont 
hope that a remedy will bo at once ap- 
plied. 

Who will take ibe Initiative? 



Tbe importance of Agriculture Societies, 
with their annual competitive exhibitions, 
has frequently bean poiDted oul ia tbese col- 
umns, and tho additional encouragement for 
such associations under tho Canadian Cos- 
tom's Tariff has also been adverted t">. Un- 
der ordinary circumitaoces, tbe beneficial in- 
fluences of these societies ougbt to be inffi- 
cient to commend tbsm to tba oarrjf st atten- 
tion of all. Bnt, under exisling oonditiooe, 
the wonder is that t should bo it all neces- 
sary for a publio journalist to do mors than 
merely allude to the obvious advantages both 
of a general arid special obaraotor awaiting 
acceptance at the hantfa of tbe people of 
British Colombia. Ooo eoraeiimes hears tbe 
reinnrlt that tbo ioteres s of the agrion'timl 
dosses are neglected, while thoeo of oom- 
xnetce monopoliao atioi tion. hut by whom 
are the former DeglecUd more tban by tbe 
agriculturists themaelveg f A movement is 
now on foot lor tbe purpose of lesascititiDg 
the Chamber of Commerce, 85 long in a stat) 
of torpidity. This shows that commercial 
men aro alivo to tbo ir interests and mean to 
have then protected under Confedejatioo. 
Bot it baa not been onr pleasure to obierve 
the slightest movement on tbe pait of those 
eogaged in t be nobis icieuoe of agrioalturc, 
although urged thereto time and again. In- 
deed, it is questionable whether the towns- 
folk have not mauifasied creator intenst in 
■ neb mn't ira than lbs farrnorn thomeelvei, 
Why iB tb'a ? We appeal once moro to tbe 
farmers to be more alivo to their own intor- 
etts and make an eflort to organizes for an 
exhibition during the coming autumn. We 
vill vouch for the readiness of the people in 
town to cc-opercte with them. There ia no 
time to bs loat. The movomott meat be im- 
medihte in order to boar fro it this year. 
Who will tike Ibe initiative !

Attempted Assassinations. 

The Pall Mall Ba Z ttt e sttt-B that the re- 
cord ol attempted assassination goes to 
ehow that it is rarely successful wben even 
skilled men attempt the lives of great per- 
sjoages. In 1857 Piaoori, who wis subse- 
quently guillotined, actually seizsd the 
bridle of the Emperor's horse in Ibo Champs 
Eljsees, in spite of innumerable polios 
agen's in privuti cloihss who constantly ac- 
companied him io h a percgiiaatiope, and 
fired a pistol a bout portant in his face. TbP 
mizzle was so close that the shot burned 
the rnoostaobr, ant missed it* aim, and yet 
Biaoori wss rcpated one of the best shots io 
Italy and France, and had praoticed con- 
stantly for two years. Oraini's bombs were 
burled at the Emperor's carriage before tho 
Opera at a distance of four paces and pro- 
duced no tfleot.oicapt that ol killing several 
peisons who were standing at a consider- 
able distance from tbe carriago. The Pole 
Borezowski's attempt on tho life of tbe Em- 
peror of Russia, which took place iu 18(36, 
during the Paris Exhibition, was made nndtr 
equally favorable circumstance;. Berszow- 
tki fired almsst under tbe wheels of tbe Im- 
perial carriage wi'h a aix barrelled revolver; 
bet oo eqaariy-ia-ordinary, M. Raimbaali, 
perceiving tbe danger, made hia horse rear, 
and the bullet intended (or tbe Eraperor 
Alexander struck tbe animal io the cbeit. 
Even then tha pistol was misdirected and 
would have done no barm. Another striking 
instance to the lame effuot was presented by 
young Blind's st'empt on the life of Princa 
Bismarck. Blind was a first-rtta marksman 
— be bad won the Wimbledon Cap — and a 
though be diecbargod tho aix oriamberi ol 
his revolver while grappling with the Oer 
man Cbanoallor none of them t ok eflact 
Tbore are many mors instances of attempts 
political assassination, admirably contrived, 
and exeouted by foarloea persons, which 
have one and all (ailed, on account of mo- 
mentary emotion wben tho deed was being 
attempted.

Eastern States. 

Nashvillb, May 9.— Democrotio StBto 
Convention nominated John 0, Brown for 
Governor, by acclamation. They als) pas- 
sed resolutions endorsing tbe Cincinnati 
nomination aud decided a Democratic nomi- 
netioo unwise.

Earlt OAiissn or Sesatoh Wiljoh. — In a 
recoutopoech at Great Falls, F. U. Senator 
Ileury Ifllsun, referring to soma eiporioncei 
in his early lite, said :

I loll my homo at ton years 
of ago and served an apprenticeship of elovon 
years, receiving a month's schooling each 
year, and at the ond of eleven years' hard 
work, a yoke of oxen aud six sheep, which 
brought me eighty-four dollars. 

A dollar would cover every penny I spent 
from tho time I was born until I was twenty- 
ouo years of ago, I know what It io lo travol 
weary miles and ask my followmcn to givo 
ms leave to toil. I remember tbU in Sept 
1833 I walked into your village from my 
native town, and went through mills sookiuj; 
employment. If anybody had offered mo $8 
or $9 a month, I should havo aooepted it 
gladly. I went down to Salmon Falls, 1 went 
to Dover, I went to Newmarket and tried to 
get work, without Buccess, aud I retained 
homo weary but not discouraged, and I put 
my pack on my back and walked lo tho town 
where I now livo and learned a mechanic's 
trade. 1 know tho bard lot toiling men have 
to endure in tho world, and every pulsation 
of my beurt, ovory conviction of my judgment, 
pntsiHO ou tho sido of the toiling men of my 
country— aye, of all countries." 



Pteam Cultivation in Europe. 

In tbe Feburary report of tbe department 
of ngriouliuro we find the following interest- 
ing statement in reference to the progress of 
stonm cultivation in Europe. At on a<{i ioul- 
tural meeting lately held in Scotland, Mr. 
Grey, ol Aberdeen, gave some account of the 
progress of steam cu tivation since 1855 in 
whioh year tha late John Fowlar started ' his 
first ttsnrn-plow in Esiex, whioh was a very 
suooesslnl attempt. He subsequently expend- 
ed §350,000 in experiments, but alter a few 
years he had nothing torepreseni this amount 
or investsd capital except a lot ol old mach- 
inery. Tho solution o' Ibe que.tion whether 
plowing could bo done cheaper with steam 
than with horses was decided in i860; its 
impottance may be learned from tbe fact 
that there are works in tbe oountry employ- 
ing twelve hundred men in noihingelse than 
makiOR ftiam-plows. One farmer in Egypt 
omploys four hundred steam plows; he is also 
laying dowu four hundred mileaof railway on 
bis farm, principally to carry augar-caue to 
b.s mills and has ordoredjthirty loonmotive- 
engines and $3,000,000 worth of sug^r 
maobipery. This farm is tbe Pasba'e. In 
Germany steam culture is making a revolu- 
tion in agriculture. In England thero are 
between 400 and 500 s ti of tackle working 
for hire. These are held by companies ub 
well bb by private indlvidaalsjtbeinveBtment 
ass boon found to be profitable. 

A gontleman bought fivo hundred aoras 
near London, that could Dot bo roLted at 
33 per acre, lie took down all the fenoos, 
drained the land, boughta staam plow, ond 
put all in grain cropa, Last year his dear 
profits were $18,000 aftsr allowing fflO per 
aero for rent. The soil is a stiff clay that 
cannct bo cultivated profitably by horse- 
power. Another farmer bought five thousand 
acres of whet was considered worthless cloy 
land, and by i-t:arn power stirred it three 
feet deep, produoing crops last year nearly 7 
feet bigb. 

In SootlaDd etoam cultivation is baooming 
quite general produoing astonishing rosuits. 
Many of tho farmers there bare invested 
from §0,000 to $10,000 io ataam machinery, 
and find tb&t it paya bet er ihanborse-power. 
Joint-stock companies are elso in txi-teooe 
that invett in land aud ftaam machinery, 
and secure large dividends. 

The French ArmyT 

Io connection with the alleged correspon- 
dence and complieat'ons between Prance 
and Germany upon the question of the re- 
organization of the French army, the follow- 
ing figures ol its preiont actual strength are 
compiled from a fc'aris correspoadant of one 
of the London journals. The French Govern 
mett now controls an army of 871,000 
equipped and ready for service, Of tOeBe 
380,000 belong ro tha Regular Army, 68,000 
are classed as Reserves, and 423,000 belong 
1 3 the Crudes Mobile, who have uen eervioe. 
The worst equipped branch ol the eervioe is 
the Artille.-y, which has but 1 900 Mald-piecea 
and ol those the majority are stated to be 
now comparatively unelesi, not beiog of the 
latist invention. Tbe full strongth of the 
Regulor Army will net be reached for two 
years, when it will exoeed hall a million of 
men. Tbe army expensei of the Franch 
nation for the currant year are estimated at 
3100,000,000. The present numerical foroo 
of the Frenoh army is, however, below that 
af tbe Empire, during too last year of which 
it wes returned as follows: Regulars, 448,- 
711; Reserves, 198,546; and Gardes Mobile 
381,852; making a total of 1,023,109.
